WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—Aflter 
two extended conferences with the 
Georgia congressional delegation, Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Henry Wallace 
today declined to accede to demands 
that upwards of $10,000,000 due the 
state as its part of the federal high- 
way construction fund be released im- 
mediately without administrative re- 
strictions. 

At the same time, however, he or- 
dered Thomas H. MacDonald, chief 
of the United States bureau of public 
roads, which comes under the agricul- 
tural department, to prepare a formal 
memorandum setting forth the exact 


conditions under which it is proposed | 


to release the money to Georgia. 
The memorandum will be drawn 
with a view of submitting it to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and in its preparation 
Mr. MacDonald was instructed to 
make the conditions as liberal as pos-

sible. 

In declining to make the money im- 
mediately available, Secretary Wal- 
lage disregarded the wishes of prac- 
tically the entire state delegation, as 


well as Governor Eugene Talmadge, 
who has served notice that he will 
not consent to an arrangement for 
supervising federal highway expendi- 
tures which amounts to discrimination 
against Georgia. 

Vinson, Tarver Clash. 

The meeting with Secretary Wal- 
lace today, called by Senator Walter 
F. George, senior Georgia member, 
after Mr... MacDonald had indicated 
an unwillingness to release the funds 
without restrictive measures as to su- 
pervision, developed a_§ spirited ex- 
change between Representative Carl 
Vinson, of Milledgeville, dean of the 
delegation in the lower house, and 
representative Malcolm T. Tarver, of 
Dalton. 

Acting as spokesman ‘for the state | 
congressional group, Senator George 
at the outset of the meeting voiced 
demands that the $10,000,000 be re- 
leased to the state without any of the 
restrictions proposed by Chief Mac- 
Donald. After Secretary Wallace had 
indicated sufficiently that he was not 
prepared to go this far Representative 
Vinson took the position that the fund 
should be expended in any event and 
asked Mr. MacDonald to draft a for- 
mal memorandum outlining definitely 
just what conditions to immediate re- 
lease he would impose. 

Representative Tarver took vigor- 
ous exception to the Vinson proposal, 
declaring that the Milledgeville man 
had sought to compromise the delega- 
tion which had agreed, he said, to 
make a united stand for release of 
the money on the same basis as to 
other states.

Senator Richard B. Russell Jr., 
and six other members of the Geor- 
gia congressional group c¢ame_ to 
Washington especially to’ go over the 
situation with the agricultural de- 
partment head as well. as to voice 
demands that the United States bu- 
reau of public roads make immediate- 
ly available to $10,000,000 due the 
state as its share of the federal high- 
way construction funds.

Russian Deal Discussed. 

Secretary Wallace was found fa- 
vorable to a policy that the Ameri- 
can government undertake steps for 
the sale of upward of a million bales 
of southern cotton to Russia as a 
meaus of reducing the large surplus 
held in the country. He promised 
to discuss the matter with officials 
of the agricultural readjustment ad- 
ministration to see if credit facilities 
for the purchase of the cotton could 
not be arranged through existing fed- 
eral agencies, such as the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation. 

Equaling in importance the pro- 
posed Russian deal, Mr. Wallace was 
urged by Senator George and his as- 
sociates to formulate and announce 
ationce, or as early as practicable, 
the government’s cotton production 
curtailment program for the next 
three years. It was also urged that 
the curtailment be made much more 
drastic than that called for in the 
current year’s crop, which provides 
for a 30 per cent reduction. | 

By announcing at this time the 
programs for 1934, 1935 and 1936, 
the world would be informed of the 
cotton production plans of the United , 
States and the prospective supply 
thus revealed would have a highly 
beneficial effect on present prices, it 
was contended.

Others who opposed the adoption 
of the law included members of’ the 
Fulton county commission, represen- 
tatives of the T'axpayers’ League, the 
real estate board, the apartment house 
owners and managers and the South 
Side Civic Federation. 

Those appearing in behalf of the 
law included representatives of the 
Fulton County Medical Society, which 
passed resolutions favoring the Ellis 
law, the Parent-Teachers’ Association 
and the League of Women Voters. 
One of the arguments in favor of the 
law was that it would require stricter 
examinations of school children. 

Dairymen led by A. S. Nance, pres- 
ident of the Georgia Pure Milk 
League, charged that the law would 
set up a board with unlimited authori- 
ty, which, said Nance, “could order 
the Chattahoochee river bed moved 
10 miles if it deemed it necessary.” 
The dairymen fought against creat- 
ing a body “with so much power, from 
which there would be no appeal.” 

Also appearing against the proposed 
adoption was Dr. J. P. Kennedy, city 
health officer, whose department, it 
was said, would be made subordinate 
to the new county board of health. .

Economies called for in the survey 
committee’s report include curriculum 
changes, special tuition charges for 
instruction to pupils who have failed, 
provision for more rapid progress 
through the grades from kindergarten 
to graduation from senior high, re- 
striction of registration for special 
courses in the opportunity and night 
schools, concentration of duties of de- 
partment heads, increases in the seize 
of ungraded classes, and setting up 
of lower salary schedules for supply 
teachers. 

The schedule for permits for use of 
school buildings will be discontinued, 
the practice of franking the charge 
for use of the buildings to be elimi- 
nated, it was decided. Maternity 
leaves of absence will be allowed for 
three years instead of two. 

Principals will be required to teach 
a regular grade where schools have 
less than 12 classes. The superin- 
tendent was given discretion in reduc- 
ing the number of assistant teachers 
in the elementary schools, and in 
gradually absorbing into the schools 
on whole or part time certain super- 
visors or directors. Assistant princi- 
pals will be given a part-time teaching 
schedule of two or three classes a 


ay. 
Included in the Chambers’ recom- 
mendations which the board turned 
down were: Discontinuance of the 
director of music; the department of 
visual education and the guidance and 
testing department; reduction of the 
kindergarten term to half-a-year;

You hear all kinds of opinions in 
Europe about the great American ex- 
periment inaugurated by President 
Roosevelt. Some hold that it is fas- 
cism pure and simple, a personal 
dictatorship on behalf of the state, 
which is growing all-powerful. Others 
declare with as much assurance that 
it is socialism, Both opinions have an 
element of truth and an element of 
error, It is not fascism yet by any 
means. The mild dictatorship of Mr. 
Roosevelt cannot be compared with 
the roughshod riding over the inter- 
ests of large groups to the detriment 
of the proletariat. 

The proletariat may not be where 
it ought to be, but there is no hos- 
tility to the working man in America 
ns if he were some evil creature to 
be crushed and whipped and held 
down, On the other hand, it isn’t 
socialism either. Control over the 
means of production is still in the 
same hands as before, that is to say 
in the hands of the capitalists, But 
capitalism is no longer unchecked. It 
is controlled, and will be increasingly 
so. It is therefore state capitalism. 

What the future may bring is not 
known, But it may very well result 
in the corporate state idea of Musso- 
lini, one for all and all for one. But 
then again, according to Lord Pass- 
field, all collectivilization paves the 
way for socialism.

FINALE WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—Professor Moley will wind

Arrangements for that finale to the Moley care have just about 
been worked out on the inside. They will probably be discussed 
when the president talks with Moley at Hyde Park tomorrow. 
EXCUSES The nationalistic adviser to the president may or 

may not keep his office in the state department— 
probably not. 

At any rate, Mr. Roosevelt will not assign him to interna- 
tional business, unless he is consulted privately on war debts.

The complete passing of the Moley crowd from the state de- 
partment would be far more important than the personalities in- 
volved, Their transference to domestic questions would leave the 
diplomats in the international saddle. : 

No immediate change in policy can be expected but the long- 
time influence would be toward more friendliness and less national- 
ism in our international affairs. At least the balanced front at the 
State department would be removed. 

Mr. Roosevelt personally has leaned toward strong nationalism.

‘Milk Men To Receive 
' Basic Price of $2.35 


| All Georgia milk producers are to 
fey $2.35 per 100 pounds for milk 
of 4 per cent butter fat content, under 
the NRA milk agreement which is ex- 
pected to be signed this week in 
Washington, Fred T. Bridges, assiat- 
ant commissioner of agriculture of 
Georgia, sqid Monday. Augusta and 
Savannah producers will receive more 
than the basic price because of the 
increased cost of feed in those areas, 
Bridges said. 

The price of $2.35 per 100 pounds 
has been in effect in this state for 
several weeks by mutual consent of 
producers, distributors and wholesal- 
ers. The price gives the producer 
21.25 cents per gallon for 4 per cent 
milk as compared with 13 cents un- 
der the old sehedule. Wholesalers 
will receive 10 1-2 cents a quart, and 
retailers 12 cents a quart for store 
delivery and 13 cents for door de- 
| livery. 


VIRGINIA LEGISLATORS 
PAY AND MILEAGE CUT 


RICHMOND, Va., Aug. 21.—(/)— 
Just as the Virginia general assem- 
bly received a resolution today offer- 
ing the members an opportunity to 
vote themselves the same pay cut 
given state employes under the gov- 
ernor’s orders, they were advised in a 
message from the comptroller’s of- 
fice that the cuts had already been 
made, 

The comptroller’s communication 
informed the solons that since the 
general asesmbly expenses at the ex- 
traordinary session come from the 
general fund, the attorney-general 
had ruled that the pro rata reduc- 
tions in general fund appropriations 
applies. This means a 20 per cent 
cut in salaries and a 30 per cent cut 
in mileage. 

The ruling was requested of the 
attorney-general by the comptroller 
when assembly officers presented mile- 
age vouchers totaling $2,848 for re- 
payment, based on a rate of 10 cents 
per mile. Senator Samuel L. Fergu- 
son, of Appomattox, sent to the clerk’s 
desk at almost exactly the same time 
a joint resolution which, if adopted, 
would have made the identical cuts 
in assembly pay and mileage. Ray- 
mond Sisson, delegate from Lancaster, 
and Richmond counties, offered in the 
house a resolution for the members 


to accept per diem pay for the actual 
number of days served, instead of 
the usual 30-day pay day regardless 
of the number of days in session. 

Both resolutions were referred to 
the appropriations committee.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—(?)— 
In preparation for a contemplated na- 
tion-wide milk production’ control 
plan, representatives of dairymen’s 
organizations today talked with farm 
administration officials about com- 
peting imports and what should be 
done about them. 

The milk men and a spokesman for 
cottonseed oil manufacturers suggested 
three alternative plans, or a combina- 
tion of the trio. 

They were: 

A voluntary agreement by domestic

nomic emergency, a threat of darkened 
theaters was in the background as it 
began consideration of the Hollywood 
motion picture industry’s strike. 


Meeting with representatives of the 
International Alliance of Theater,

Senator Sehall, republican, Minne- 
Sota, in a statement struck out at 
Johnson’s long affiliation with Ber- 
nard M, Baruch, close adviser of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, and asked an inves- 
tigation of the financier and his as- 
sociates. 

“If the department fails in going 
to the bottom of this whole affair, I 
shall ask the senate to sift these con- 
nections,” Schall said, adding that 
the NRA was an “unconstitutional 
quota system” of reducing the pro- 
duction of factories while European 
imports come in. 

Representatives of the automobile 
industry were summoned back to the 
capital tomorrow and at that time 
Robert W. Lea, the deputy admin- 
istrator, was to lay before them a 
proposed revised code based upon the 
hearings last week. 

It was understood to contain com- 
promise labor provisions attempting 
to reconcile the manufacturers’ de- 
mand for a stipulation that they could 
continue the open shop, or non-union, 
operation and the demand of labor 
that all except a plain statement of 
the act in this regard be deleted. 


There was every indication that 
once these two major codes are added 
to the mounting list of entrants un- 
der the blue eagle banner that John- 
son will turn to the fulfillment of his 
Labor Day goal. 

5,000,000 New Jobs. 

By then, he has forecast that 5,000,- 
000 or more new jobs will have been 
created, to be supplemented by the 
normal fall pick-up in business, and 
in carrying this through efforts are 
planned to reach every employer el- 
ther with a permanent code or a 
temporary presidential agreement. 

More than a score of hearings on 
permanent codes“have been held, and 
a number of reports on these from 
deputy administrators have been 
damned up as Johmson busied him- 
self entirely with the basic industries.

POLICE YEAR BOOK 
SYSTEM ATTACKED 


Committee Condemns 
‘Courtesy Card’ Issuance 
and Scores Sturdivant. 


Condemnation of the police “cour- 
tesy card” system and solicitation of 
funds for the police annual, and pos- 
sible civil action to recover funds 
which may be in the possession of the 
police department were recommended 
to the city council in meeting Mon- 
day by the special committee appoint- 
ed to investigate alleged rackets in 
the department. Council approved 
unanimously the report. 

The report filed by the committee 
recommended continued grand jury 
investigation and contained a repri- 
mand for Police Chief Sturdivant for 
the use of his name by advertising 
solicitors who contacted businessmen 
by telephone. 

The report set out that if the use 
of the chief’s name was without his 
consent, “he could easily have learned 
of the practice and stopped it.” It 
condemned the issuance of courtesy 
cards to advertisers in the police an- 
nual and asked that it be discon- 
tinued. 

Going further into the police year- 
book matter, the committee said de- 
partment stationery should never be 
used in the solicitation of funds. The 
departments should not solicit funds 
without the express permission of 
mayor and council, the committee 
ruled. 

The report also recommended that 
the contract between the police de- 
partment and the firm of Krein & 
Daly, publishers of the annual, be 
canceled. The contract, whereby the 
publishers receive 75 per cent of the 
gross proceeds, but pay all publica- 
tion costs, has four more years to 
run. The committee was asked to 
study the contract carefully and as- 
certain if there is any cause for civil 
action. 

The grand jury began an investiga- 
tion of the matter several days ago 
and the committee urged that’ the 
probe be continued. The report also 
condemned the practice of soliciting 
of funds by policemen on duty. 

Members of the committee signing 
the report were Councilman Milam, 
chairman; Councilmen Lyle, Cuba, 
Rantin and Sutton.

(/)—State banks today went under 
the drastic order of the state bank 
commissioner, Marion Wasson, pro- 
hibiting them from carrying cash on 
hand of more than 1 per cent of 
their total deposits. 

Determined, he said, to stop bank 
robberies which number this year 
more than 50 Mr. Wasson exercised 
authority granted him under a 1933 
legislative act to force banks to 
“take the profit out of banditry.” 

Under his regulations banks ac- 
cepting deposits which aggregate in 
any day more than 1 per cent of 
their total deposits must place the 
excess cash under time lock. While 
this is being done, they either must 
lock the doors of the bank or sta- 
tion two armed guards at the en- 
trances. :

NEW YORK, Aug. 21.—Bank 
clearings again showed quite a decided 
change for the better. The total last 
week at all leading cities in the United 
tates, as reported by Dun & Brad- 
street, Inc., of $4,488,562,000 was 9.2 
per cent higher than the amount a 
year ago. At New York city clearings 
were $3,160,751,000, an increase of 
13.5 per cent, while the aggregate for 
centers outside of New York of $1,327,- 
831,000 was 0.3 per cent higher. 

The improvement was again largely 
at New York city, although stock and 
bond sales there were very much less 
this year than they were a year ago.

stockholders and divided $225 000,000 
among holders of preferred shares. 

A gradual decline set in, and each 
year the rations apportioned to the 
real owners of the corporations have 
become shorter, until in 1932 they 
reached a low point with net profits 
of $201.000,000. Stockholders received 
$864,.000,000 as companies dipped into 
surpluses accumulated in boom years.

BOOT AND SHOE CODE 


NEARING COMPLETION 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—(4)— 
Harmony apparently existed tonight 
among bdot and shoe manufacturers 
but the national recovery administra- 
tion still was confronted by dissen- 
sion among rival labor groups over 
the code being tramed by the indus- 
try. 

C. C. Williams, deputy administra- 
tor, expected receipt momentarily of 
a compromise code of competition that 
would be satisfactory both to the 
National Boot and Shoe Manufac- 
turers’ Association and the American 
Shoe Manufacturers.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21—)— 
There were almost one-sixth more new 
buildings going up in July of this 
year in cities of 25, population 
or over than in 1932 but a labor de- 
partment report Sunday said they 
were costing 10.1 per cent less. 

These figures were contained in the 
monthly review of building conditions 
by the bureau of labor statistics, 
which showed that in 776 cities of 10,- 
000 population of over, which includes 
the 25.000 or over class, the number 
of building permits granted fell off 
10.6 per cent in July as compared 
with June of this year and the costs 
11.3 per cent. 

Government contracts awarded dur- 
ing July were $528,382 compared with 
over $1,000,000 in June and $10,000,- 
000 in July a year ago.
